The  Chamber  participated  and 
assisted  in  the  first  ever  visit  of 
the  City  of  L.A.  to  Addis 
Ababa,  Ethiopia.  Under  the 
leadership  of  the  Office  of 
International  Trade  of  Mayor 
Eric  Garcetti,  the  Chamber 
joined  the  Los  Angeles  World  Airports  (LAWA), 
the  Los  Angeles  Tourism  & Convention  Board, 
and  other  business  representatives  in  several 
meetings  with  the  Ethiopian  government,  key 
private  sector  leaders,  the  U.S.  Ambassador  to 
Ethiopia  and  other  U.S.  diplomats.
